Eleven Shocks at St. Louls—The Theo- 
ries of the Learned Men.

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 27.—At 4:18 a. m. to- 
day the rumbling report of an earthquake 
was heard at various points throughout the 
city. Those who were awake at the time 
inarked the sequence of the distinct noises 
with ease, while thousands were awakened 
from sound slumbers by the perturbation. 
The noise and disturbance was uniform in 
this vicinity, causing houses to shake for 
several seconds. In the central portion of 
the city the occurrence was closely observed 
by many persons. At that hour the phenom- 
enon was first noticed by a rolling. even 
noise, followed directly by twelve distinct 
vibrations, each removed nearly a second 
from the other, and beginn with öne 
shock more violent than any of the sucteed- 
ing eleven. During pro of this roll- 
‘ing disturbance china rattled on the man- 
tels, windows chattered in their casemen 
and the movements of the furnishings o 
whatnots and curiosity-tables were ‘plainly 
discernible in many houses. The disturb- 
— was over fifteen seconds in duration to- 
—＋ . The general extent of the shock was 

ret ascertained through the police stations 
by telegraphic communication by means of 
the boxes.

will be prosecuted with the utmost speed and 
vigor, and will be completed to South Evans- 
ton within ninety days. A temporary depot 
Will de erected on Larrabee street, near Chi- 
cago avenue, on the site of the old Chicago & 
Pacific depot. It is expected that trains will 
commence runn on the new road about 
Jan. 1, 1883. At first the read will be prin- 
cipally used as a suburban passenger line, 
although freight-trains will also be put on. 
The new road will prove of great benefit to 
the people along lake shore, between 
Chicago and Evanston. It will strike 
nearly all the cemeteries on the North 
Side, and prove a great convenience 
on this aeeount. In the spring the 
road is to extend from Evanston north, and 
it is the intention to complete it far as 
Milwaukee by next fall. The road is not to 
stop at Milwaukee, but is ultimately to be 
extended along the lake shore to loin be 
perior, either by constructing an independ- 
ent line or striking hands with the Milwau- 
kee & No or the isconsin Central 
Railroads. Although several prominent 
stockholders and officials of the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul are stockholders of the new com- 
pany, yet it is claimed thatit is not to bea 
part of the Milwaukee & St. Paul Road, but 
is to be operated independently. 

It is also the intention of the new company 
to build a branch line from some point nort 
of Evanston to Geneva Lake as soon as the 
arrangements can be pe ted. 

A large force of men commenced yesterda 
the laying of tracks with steei rails in South- 
pos avenue in the city for the Evanston & 

shiceago Railroad, and by 4 o’clock the track 
was finished to the southern limits of the 
Town of Lake View. Quite a large crowd 
of people residing on the street and in the 
neighborhood assembled and talked about 
getting out an injunction to prevent the 
tracklaying, but it did not formulate, and 
the work was completed without being 
interrupted. The right of way of the 
Evanston & Chicago Rallroad in 
the city reaches as far south as Chicago av- 
enue.

The resolution was not rejected, but the 
Mayor, who presided, insisting that it should 
be referred to a committee, it was so referred. 
This resolution may have a significance 
whith does not appear on its face. The per- 
sons whose appointments the Mayor is re- 
quested to lay before tlie Couneil for con- 
firmation are nineteen in number. They are 
one Corporation Counsel, one Superintend- 
ent of Poliee, one Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department, one Prosecuting-Attorney, 
three Police Justices, four Police Clerks, 
and four Police Bailiffs, There may perhaps 
be several others. The persons holding 
these offices are all acceptable to the Mayor 
and the majority of them acceptable to the 
public. They have held office during nearly 


the whole of the Mayor’s first term, which | 


expired in May, 1881, and have held office 
ever since; one of them has held office 
even for a longer term. The terms 
of their offices were fixed by ordinance 
as beginning on the first of May, 1881, to hold 
for two years and until their successors were 
appointed, they to be appointed by the Mayor, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
City Council. Without reference to thejr 
original terms it is clear that their terms 
under previous appointments were terminat- 
ed by the ordinance which made their latest 
appointments begin on the Ist of May, 1881. 

Mayor Harrison has, however, for some 
reason refused to feappoint any of them, or 
to send any of their names to the Conncil 
tor confirmation, and Geohegan’s resolation 
was intended to compel him to do so. 

The action of the Mayor may seem to bea 
defiance ot law and an assertion of the one- 
man power which he has recently so hearti- 
ly indorsed, but there are or may be other 
and ali-sufficient reasons for such an ar- 
bitrary exercise of his high prerogatives. A 
glance at the list of yeas and nays on Geo- 
hegan’s resolution will probably convince 
the public that the Mayor’s action is in the 
interest of public and private morals. If 
the Mayor, for instance, should send 
to the Council the names of four persons 
for Police Clerks, three persons for Police 
Justices, and four persons for Police Bailiffs, 
each member ot the City Council would 
have the right to vote for or against the con- 
firmation of each of these eleven officers. 
Having held these offices over two years, 
these men have contributed nothing in the 
way of compensating Aldermanic services: 
they have held office independently of the 
Council, and itis a recognized rule of munic- 
ipal government that if an office is worth 
anything it is worth paying for. Appoint- 
ments requiring Aldermanic confirmation 
havein the past been considered fair sub- 
jects of plunder, and confirmations and even 
approval of official bonds have been required 
to be paid for. 

Unlike some of the County Board, certain 
members of the Council do not act upon con- 
fidence; for in Aldermanic coufirmation or 
the approval of a bond in case of an elected 
officer the deposit must precede the official 
act. The Mayor humanely interposes, we 
assume, his one-man power to protect his 
official cabinet and staff, and refuses to turn 
them over to blackmailers and office-brokers, 
who live upon such spoils as they can levy 
and extort for official action in the Council. 
The second term of the present incumbents 
of all these offices is drawing to a close, and 
the ruling and controlling men of the Council 
intend to force the Mayor to nominate them 
for reappointment, and, like Jay Hubbell's 
committee, to ask those who want a confir- 
mation to make a voluntary contribution“ 
to the Aldermanic coffers. 

It is to be hoped the Mayor will stand firm; 
that he will not subject the city officers to 
any such wholesale blackmailing. Out of 
this list of appointments the corruptionists 
lu the Conneil might be able to extort as 
much as $25,000, which, divided among those 
who are partners in such robbery, would be 
a reasonabie dividend. The Mayor should 
not yield to the intrigues of those who want 
to have the city officers turned over to them 
for confirmation, He should not only pro- 
tect the city empleyés, but baffle the black- 
mailers to the end.

March 2, 1877, a batch of Europeans were 
placed in office whose salaries amounted to

the taxes in advance.””- Meanwhile, none of 
the 100,000 Europeans in Egypt were con- 
tributing anything to the revenge, and the 
customs were rapidly diminished by their 
smuggling, which went unpunished. The 
Khedive protested against both these griev- 
ances, but met with no sympathy from the 
English Government. He then went to the 
Censul-General and represented to him that 
the people were crushed by taxauon, and 
that the system of paying coupons by collect- 
ing taxes in advance could not be continued 


' eratic 


he wouldn't dare; 


any longer, for the burden was beyond the 
strength of the country. The only reply 
made by the Consul-General was the sugges- 
tion of another Commission of Inquiry, and 
if this commission could not provide the 
funds then the army must be dimiuished, the 
expenditure of the starving Government 
must be reduced, aud the Khedive must give 
up whatever of his private estates had escaped 
the sharks. The Khedive was seared, and 
made renewed efforts to squeeze the peasan- 
try so that the next coupon could be met. 

It is at this juncture that the first indica- 
tions of a national feeling appear, though it 
did not assume a tangible shape until 
eighteen months later. In November, 1877, 
the Consul-General reported that the troops 
and civil officials were many months in ar- 
rears, and that the people were murmuring 
against paying the bondholders in full and 
leaving the Khedive’s employés unpaid. In 


February, 1878, the English Controller re- 


ported that the people were aimost starving, 
that the land tax was a rack-rent, that the 
poll-tax had been doubled, and the tax on 
professions and trades had been quadrupled. 
Out of the revenue of $47,715,000 for 1877 the 
bondholders had taken $37,565,000, leaving, 
after the necessary payment of $5,000,000, the 
Suez Canal charge, only $5,350,000 for the en- 
tire expenses of the Government. Mean- 


‘while one of the suffering employés sued 


the Government for seven months’ arrears 
of wages, and obtained a decision in 
his favor, Others brought suit. There- 
upon Lord Salisbury, in a letter which is 
published in the Blue Book, decided to urge 
payment of the coupon in preference both to 
the judgment creditors and the starving 
employes, and April 18, 1878, this decision 
was communicated to the Khedive by the 
Consul-General, who at the same time in- 
formed him that the May coupon must be 
inet. The vise was applied again, and on 
May 1 the coupon, amounting to $10,000,000, 
was paid. 

After the payment of the coupon, the 
Khedive made a bold stand against the un- 
limited powers of the commission, and de- 
manded that the native voice should be 
heard in their deliberations. By a succession 
of threats from the Consul-General and from 
the English Government he was compelled 
to recede from his demands, and on March 
50, 1878, he signed a decree appointing the 
Commission of Inquiry into the financial 
situation of Egypt, which was really a com- 
mission to secure funds for the bondholders, 

This commission commenced at once an- 
other turn at the screws. They removed 
Cherif Pasha, the Minister of Foreign At- 
fairs and of Justice. They coerced the Khe- 
dive to sarrender his crown lands. They 
placed the two Controllers in thé Cabinet. 
They limited the absolut® power which the 
Khedive had hitherto wielded by pledging 
him never to act in opposition to his Min- 
istry, They diseharged 500 native officiais 
without any compensation at one sweep, and 
filled their places with Europeans at high 
salaries. inorder to meet the November 
coupon the last of the Khedive’s estates were 
taken away from him, and he was reduced to 
a mere cipher. Even then, in order to meet 
the next coupon, fresh means of taxation had 
to be invented, and this was effected by 
withdrawing all supplies from the native 
army and by making the’ fellaheen of the 
higher class liable to forced labor unless they 
purchased exemption. 

Under this renewed persecution and ex- 
tortion disaffection began to appear, and 
some open manifestations were made against 
this system of robbery. : The answer to this

dive was so great that he was compelled te 
dismiss the two Europeans from the Cabinet. 
The discharged Ministers, backed by the 
French and English Consuls, got their sub- 
‘ordinates in the provinces to make sensa- 
tional statements as to the evils which had 
befallen the people since the withdrawal of 
the Ministers, and upon this manufactured 
testimony Lord Salisbury urged upon the 
Porte the deposition of the Khedive. The 
Porte asked him to abdicate, promising him 
a liberal civil list and the succession for his 
son, but he refused. The Powers then asked 
the Porte to depose him. and it was done. 

lemail Pasha now disappears from view 
and Tewük Pasha, his son, appears upon 
the scene, inheriting from his father a legacy 
of misery and trouble, not the least danger- 
ous feature of which is the organization of a 
strong national feeling against the Control 
of England and France, who placed him 
upon the throne as the representative of the 
bondholders. His father had been a profii- 
gate and dissolute man, and was personally 
responsible for many of the evils which had 
fallen upon his country, but it can at least 
be said for him that at last he lost his throne 
for obeying the voice of his people and re- 
fusing to reinstate the European Ministers. 
The next chapter in this eventful history will 
concern the administration of Tewük Pasna, 
which introduces new persons in the drama, 
bug no help or hope for the people of Egypt.

POLICE MANNERS. 

Policé-Superintendent McGarigle, return- 
ing from a tour of European cities where he 
informally inspected the police departments, 
tells the Chicago policemen that “ in size, in 
their bearing when on duty, in their appear- 
ance, they are the superiors of any of the 
police forces he has seen anywhere. It 
may be that Mr. McGarigie kissed the biarney 
stone while he was away, or perhaps his de- 
sire to be elected Sheriff has prompted him 
to put himself upon the best possible terms 
with the policemen Individually. It may be, 
too, that his observation is correct as to the 
size and appearance of the men. But the 
„bearing of the Chicago policeman and of 
the average American policeman every- 
where, so far as that term relates to manners 
and deméanor, does not compare fa- 
vorably with that of the policeman in 
London or Paris. There is an op- 
portunity for Superintendent McGarigle, 
profiting by his observations abroad, to 
inaugurate a refoim in police manners. The 
American policeman, as a rule, is unneces- 
sarily brutal. He is apt to forget that he is, 
first of all things, a conservator of the peace, 
but resorts too readily to loud altercation 
and the use of the club, He is generally 
either ‘familiar or officious, He is always 
ready to lounge and chat with acquaintances, 
He may even be persuaded without much 
difliculty to step into a saloon and take a 
friendly drink. He does not always con- 
fine himself to choice language, but his con- 
versation, whether social or official, is apt to 
be intertarded with oaths and epithets. These 
and other similar traits of American police- 
men are at the least out of place ard denote 
a lack of proper discipline. If Mr. McGari- 
gle observed the police of London closely, 
he found that they were uniformly quiet, 
stolid, and decorous in their demeanor when 
on duty. They are not in the habit 
of stopping to gossip with their friends, 
nor are they demonstrative in their in- 
terference with people when interference 
becomes necessary. The London policeman 
can take “chaff” without retorting in kind: 
the Aweriean policeman eonsiders a verbal 
assault on him personally to be ample cause 
for arrest, if not for beating the offender over 
the head. The American policeman, in his 
official capacity, does not sufficiently Se pa- 
rate himself from his personal habits, pref- 
erences, prejudices, and associations. Noth- 
ing but discipline, enforced by proper penal- 
ties, can teach the pollceman to attend strict- 
ly to public affairs while on duty, to avoid 
friendships and bury. enmities, to keep his

AMUSEMENTS. 


„Martha“ at the Grand Opera- House. 
The production of the opera of * Martha” 
by the Hess opera company last night was a 
more severe tax on the vocal resources of the 
company than has yet been made during this 
engagement. Not that the score is so espe- 
cially exacting in its demands upon all shar- 
ing in its interpretation, although it requires 
a high soprano voice capable of considerable 
execution and a quartet of reliable and well- 
trained voices. But “Martha” is an old fa- 
vorit, and has been presented here by some 
of the very best singers who have been on the 
stage, and there are certain traditions in 
connection with its performance which 
cannot well be forgotten. Of late 
the opera has not been included in 
the repertoire of visitmg companies, and the 
last notable representation in English was 
when Kellogg, Cary, Carleton, and Maas 
filied the leading roles and sang with rare 
harmony the beautiful music of the famous 
quartet. It is not for the purpose of com- 
parison, however, that the past is recalled in 
dealing with the present, but only to empha- 
size the peint every one must have felt that 
heard the opera as rendered last night—that 
it requires four unusually good voices to 
earry Martha“ so as to make its rendition 
acceptable, and that but few of the many 
companies how traveling can give even a 
tolerable presentation of an opera like this. 
It would be possible to find many 
flaws in last nicht's performance, 
which was far from being perfect 
although unexpectedly creditable. Mr. 
Peakes sang and acted with energy and 
truth, giving life and interest to the charac- 
ter of Plunkett, and Miss Leighton seconded 
his efforts with good judgment and unex- 
pected vivacity as the merry Nancy. The 
Lionel might have been worse vocally if not 
dramatically, while the chorus was in fair 
training, and in the opening music of the 
second scene quite effectual. The Lady 
Henrietta was Miss Cora Miller, a stranger 
here as also to the operatic stage, whose 
public career began, we believe, as a concert 
singer in Australia with the Mendelssohn 
Quintet Club of Boston, The lady’s lack of 
dranfaitic experience was very evident, and 
nothing can be said in praise of 
her action. But vocally Miss Miller is 
by far the best singer in the 
company and is really an artist of no mean 
capacity. Her voiceis high and clear, has 
been well schooled, and is quite flexible, so 
that in florid passages it is heard to good ad- 
vantage. Miss Miller appeared to be suffer- 
ing both from nervousness and a cold which 
prevented her from doing herself full justice, 
but enough was heard to warrant considera- 
ble confidence in her vocal ability. Wheth- 
er she will ever make a first-rate operatic 
artist is doubtful. In the upper register 
there is a tendency to force the notes, acon- 
sequent sharpness and laek of resonance, but 
with time and ease this may disappear, and 
in any case Miss Miller is much more than 
an ordinary singer.

The Ragged Vagrant Had Brutally As- 
saulted the Editer’s Wife 


A Sure Aim and a Speedy Bullet 
Cause Instant Death. 


A middle-aged, well-dressed man pre | 


sented himself at the Rawson Street 
Police Station about 8:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning very much excited, and 
made this startling announcement to the 
Sergeant in charge: “I have just shot a man 
over in front of my house and I’m afraid he 
is dead.“ The Sergeant had already heard 
of the shooting, and was, of course, gratified 
at having the shooter give himself up and 
save the officers the trouble of a search. 
About this time the news came in that the 
wounded man had died, and the excited indi- 
vidual at the station was locked up and 
booked for murder. The prisoner proved to 
be Wladislaus Dyniewicz, editor of the 
Polish Gazette (Gazeta Polska), a weekly 
publication in the Polish language. Although 
booked as a murderer, the investigation 
showed that Mr. Dyniewicz had only shot 
and killedadrunken loafer who had as- 
saulted his (the editor’s) wife and daughter 
in a brutal and cowardly manner. Judging 
from the particulars of the homicide, so far 
as they could be obtained yesterday, it 
does not seem probable that the 
jury which tries Mr. Dyniewiez, in 
the event of his being tried, will be very se- 
vere upon him. While he may not have 
fired the shot in self-defense, he certainly 
fired it in defense of his wife and littie 
daughter. 
THE IDENTITY OF THE DEAD MAN

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Vesterday’s Proceedings Before the 
Committee of Investigation. 

The committee of which County-Commis- 
sioner Knopf is Chairman, engaged in inves- 
tigating the County Hospital, met yesterday 
afternoon in the amphitheatre of that institu- 
tion tor the purpose of examining additional 
witnesses on the Dixon-Donnelley affair. 
The first withess called by the defense was 
Dr. T. D. Williams, of No. 89 Aberdeen 
street, who testified that in June last while 
visiting Warden Dixon in his office at the 
hospital he was shown how carefully 
packages of valuables belonging to in- 
mates were kept in the safe, and 
had a distinct recollection of seeing one 
marked with name of Louis Haas, and the 
figures 8111. The envelope containing the 
money, which has heretofore been introduced 
in evidence, was positively identified by him 
as the identical one he saw in the safe. The 
Doctor said his attention was not called to 
that particular pastage nor did he take any 
ae notice of it, but he nevertheless 
vad a clear remembrance of having seen that 
identical envelope. On the cross-examina- 
tien it was brought out that Doctor was 
on very friendly terms with Warden Dixon. 
There was nothipg remarkable in this, but it 
was the only nt which the prosecation 
were able to make inst the witness. 

Commissioner O'Neill was nextcalled upon 
to testify to the fact that Warden Dixon, at a 
regular meeting of the Hospital Committee 
some months ago, made to him & verbal re- 
port on the Louis Haas affair. He said that 
some parties had presented a receipt for the 
money, and Wanted to know whether it was 
advisable to turn over the money to them. 
Witness advised him not to give it up, but to 
let u go to probate, and related to him how 
Mr. Cregier had once got into trouble in 
some similar way. itness was wholly un- 
able to give the date of this conversation, but 
it was prior. to June, and he thought as arly 
as April.

‘and the statements of numerous scientific In- 
vestigators, upon the desiccauon ef the land, 
or the drying up of water on its surface. 
“This,” the author remarks (page 100), 18 
a phenomenon so widespread and important 
in its manifestations as to demand a much 
more careful study than it has hitherto re- 
ceived. This drying up of the land which 
has been going on during the later geological 
epochs and is still going on in historic times 
is of the greatest possible interest as indicat- 
ing recent climatic changes over the whole 
earth.” Moreover, he remarks (page 101), 
„This desiccation is especially interesting in 
that it is an occurrence which is making 
itself feltin many waysas affecting the move- 
ments, the prosperity, and even the life 
itself of large masses of mankind,” 

The discussion upon which the Professor 
enters in this publication is based upon his 
own observations made in the Cordilleras of 
North America, and he says (page 103) that 
“The great body of evidence going to show 
a diminution of the water on the earth is 
furnished by the great closed basin regions 
of the world—those of Western North Amer- 
ica and Central Asia. There is no body of 
water in the country whieh displays in a 
more marked manper the characteristic indi- 
cations of decrease of size than does Great 
Salt Lake. Naturally, therefore, this was the 
first locality to attract the attention of scien- 
tine explorers.” In quoting from the ac- 
count of this lake given by Capt. Stansbury, 
the Professor combats the view that writer 
offers of the causes of formation of benches 
or water-marks 200 feet above the present 
surface of the lake, that they were left by 
the lake, “owlng, probably, to gradual ele- 
vation occasioned by subterraneous causes.” 
This suggested theory of the operation of 
seismic forces to account for the varying 
level of the lake at different periods finds no 
favor with the Professor. He says the state- 
ment that Stansbury makes of the causes 
and conditions of the remarkable change 
seems to show that these were “entirely mis- 
understood.” It is only te the drying-up of 
the region from which the lake receives its 
supply ot water that is due the fact that its 
surface is now at a lower level than former- 
ly. This doctrine leaves unaccounted for 
the most striking peculiarity ‘in the appear- 
ance of the Great Basin—namely: the ter- 
races which border the lake at elevations of 
from 200 to 800 feet above its present surface. 
It these benches prove to be what they ap- 
pear, ancient shores Of the lake, then they 
indicate @ drainage not uniform, but going 
on by progressive stages of very rapid sub- 
sidence interrupted by long peri of sus- 
tained level. 

ARIDITY OF THB GREAT BASIN. 

Further on in the discussion, at page 176, 
the author helps us on a little toward a solu- 
tion of the perplexing problem these ancient 
sea benches present, but there is still left 
much to be desired in the way of their full 
and satisfactory explanation. Remarking 
upon the rise of the Great Salt Lake, which 
began about 1866, he says that this confirms 
the thoroughly well authorized deductions 
drawn from a variety of facts observed all 
through the Great Basin—namely: that the 
desiccation of the region has not n abso- 
lutely uniform in character; but that, on the 
other hand, it has proceeded with more or 
less gentie oscillations, the result of which, 
on the whole, has deen that the lake now 
stands seVeral hundred feet lower than 
it has done since there has been 
an orographie change in the region,“ 

In general it is remarked that the 
present aspect of the Great Basin is one of 
extreme ariditv. The existing lakes do not 
occupy one-tenth part of the area formerly 
covered by water. All this gives evidence of 
important climatic changes occurring in 
later geological times, and suggests questions 
with reference to the continuance of this 
change and its relation to other manifesta- 
tions of a similar character. In regard to 
regions further north upon the Pacific Coast 
Prof. Whitney observes (page 111) that 
“ British Columbia exhibits at the present 
time a transition stage berween almost 


complete inundation and entire desiccation 


such as is now presented in parts of the Great 
Basin. Let the desiccation continue and 
the drainage to the sea be cut off, and, if the 
climatic conditions did not change, we 
should finally have alkaline flats and salt 
lakes only remaining,” 

Havmg shown what changes have taken 
place and are now going on upon our Contl- 
nent the author proceeds to show (page 121) 
from the accounts given by reliable scientific 
observers in the Old World that Asia has 
been the scene of great physical changes 
during the most recent geological times; that 
of these no inconsiderable portion has taken 
place within the historic period; and that— 
as there is good reason to believe—the de- 
velopment and migrations of great nations 
have been most powerfully influenced by 
these changes. Two pages farther on, 
while speaking of the region about the Medi- 
terranean, he remarks that here history and 
authentic monuments of various kinds jus- 
tify us in believing that one of the most 
prominent causes of social changes and of 
the migration and decay of races and peoples 
in those countries has been constantly 
increasing desiccation of the region in ques- 
tion.“ Still tarther on, while speaking of 
these same countries to which the earliest in- 
tellectual development of the human race 
was almost exclusively confined, he declares 
that it admits of demonstration that the 
countries in question have become very ma- 
terially drier than they were during the ear- 
lier historic period, and that consequently 
life is no longer possible there except under 
conditions which are not compatible 
with density of population or intellectual 
vigor.“ He quotes (page 126) from Dr. Neu- 
mayr, among many other eminent scientific 
writers, to the effect that “there existed, in 
later Miocene times, an immense, slightly 
brackish inland sea, which included the ba- 
sins of Tlungary, Wallachia, Siavonia, the 
Black Sea, the Pontus, and the Aralo-Caspian 
basin. Ata still earlier epoch the region 
thus embraced was an immense gulf of the 
Northern Arctic Ocean, from which the basin 
in question became gradually separated. 
This immense brackish water basin has been 
ever since later Miocene time in the condi- 
tion of continuous decrease in size, and the 
separation of the region ot the Pontus from 
that of the Aralo-Caspian Sea could only 
have been effected by evaporation of the 
water or diminution in the volume of the af- 
finenta.”” With regard to Persia—a country 
anciently of great wealth and power— 
the professor gives (pare 128) as the sub- 
stance of reports made by scientific travel- 
ers: Ot this vast region it can be said with 
truth that itis so dry that its population is 
pcarcely. able to find the means of subsist- 
ence; that this population has, on account 
of the dryness, greatly diminished and Is still 
diminishing in numbers, and that from time 
to time the most frightful famines sweep 
away hundreds of thousands of victims,” 

DECADENCE OF NATIONS. 

Enough has been queted from the volume 
before us to exhibit the nature and extent of 
those changes which Prof. Whitney has 
made the object of special treatment, and 
there has been indicated pretty clearly the 
manner in which these changes have con- 
nected themselves most intimately with 
history of the Intellectual development o 
mankind. The author suggests the most in- 
teresting codrdination of geological and his- 
torical events, if only the records of the lat- 
ter could be extended and authentic. 
The presumption is madea one 
that the wanderings of prehistoric people 
were largely originated and directed by 
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a change of climate all through the coun- 
tries on the Mediterranean, and 
the entering in of conditions vorable to 
mental vigor, “we are justified,” he be- 
lieves, in the questions; Is it not in 
se changes in the physical 
oondit that the races themselves have 
changed, and has not the climate of a con- 
siderable portion of the region in question 
ine such that we can say with truth that 
is is incompatible with a maintenance of 
those modes and habits of hfe which ac- 
company high civilization?’ To fortify 
himself in the position he would assume the

PROCESS OF DESICCATION. 


Having reached the conclusion that the 
land surface of the earth is n drying 
up, and that this process will continue in the 
future as it has been goſus on in the past, 
some discussion is * of the causes oper- 

to produce this result. The course of 
reasoning lies pretty nearly in this direction. 
The amount of rainfall must be lessening on 
the surface of the land. Now, the amount 
of fain can be neither greater nor less than 
the amount of I If thére isa 
falling off in the one there must bes corre- 
spon diminution in the other. e may, 
therefore, be absolutely sure that there is 
less evaporation now than there was at 
earlier epochs, and, since the operations qt 
Nature are marked by uniformity, it is 
reasonable to expect that this process of 
evaporation will decrease in the future. 
Again, evaporation is dependent upon two 
condi —the extent of surface from which 
it takes place and the temperature of the air 
in ¢ontact with the water. So far as the 
former of these conditions is concerned, 
Prof. Whitney is of the opinion that the 
tendency has on the whole been 
to an tinerease of the continental 
masses.” The higher

tend limits of the land. The wearing 
away of the shores elsewhere by the action 
of the waves is not sufficient to offset the 
amount of growth. But this increase gt the 
land is too slight to account for the falling 
off in the amount of evaporation, for it mast 
be borne in mind that re is evaporation 
from the surface of land, though less rapid 
than from the surface of water. 

e are left then to explain the fact of a 
constantly diminishing process of evapora- 
tion upon theory of a constantly lower- 
ing er and upon pohe other. A 
gtaduai cooling of the surface of the earth 
would result in that diminis rainfall 
which is everywhere observed upon the 
land. That such change ot tem ture was 
going on in geological times is made evi- 
dent in the occurrence of fossil plants which 
belong now only to the tropics within 
Aretic circles. Such changes are matter 
of historic record and of tradition since 
man has been upon the earth, This warmer 
surface climate of earlier geologicai periods 
hag been thought due te the greater under- 
ground heat of those times; but on this 

int the author quotes (phat 261) Sir Will- 
am Thomson saying: The earth might be 
a globe of white hot iron covered with a 
crust of rock 2,000 feet thick, or there might 
be an ice-cold temperature within thirty feet 
of the surface, yet the climate could not on 
that account be sensibly different from what 
it is or the soil be sensibly more or less ge- 
nial than what it is for roots of trees or 
smaller plants.” All idea of connecting the 
phenomena ot internal peat wish terrestia! 
climates must be entirely a oned. The 
4 of the cooling of the earth’s surface is 
to be found in the loss of heating power of 
the rays of the sun. The process of radia- 
tion has been going on for all üme. This is 
accompanied with the expenditure of force, 
and so it cannot go on except in diminishing 
power unless this force expended jn produc- 
ing heat be returned to sun in some form. 
Prof. Newcomb is quoted as saying: That 
it is not how so returned we may regard as 
morally certain.” 


MAN’S POWERLESNESS, 


Incidentally to this discussion there fas 
come in the question how far the action of 
man may have been operative te promote or 
arrest the slow process of nature. Upon this 
point the author states his belief (vage 164) 
that it can be clearly shown that man has 
not been able to effect a noticeable or impor- 
taut change in the climate of any region, and 
that the humanrace is no way responsible 
for the changes which have brought, and are 
briiging, rain upon those countries which, 
ones prosperous, have nowsunk into com- 
parative decay.” He is conddent that “a 
tomperate ciimate, sufficiently, supplied 
with moisture, is a sine qua non of intellect- 
ual development; but such is not to be creat- 
ed by man himeelf, hor can the deterioration 
wrought by nature be artificially removed or 
postponed in any but the most limited de- 
gree.” The Professor takes decided ground 
against the popular fancy that the removal of 
forests affects in any sensible degree the 
amount or distribution of the rainfall. To 
show whatidea upon this point is enter- 
tained in popular thought bequctes from sev- 
eral scientific works and public journals par- 
agraphs relating to the subject. He remarks 
(page 163) that the New York Nation, in 
jhe number for Jan. 6, 1883, speaks in its 
ustial peremptory tone, on the subject of ‘our 
protected forests:’—‘Sctentific men agree 
with great unanimity that the preservation 
of extensive forests is vital to the prusperity 
ot a large part of the country.’” In combat- 

this popular notion that the drying up of 
— lands is the result of M orests, 
the Professor observes (page 164), hat the 
question of desiccation is one essentially re- 
moved from the domain of man’s influence.“ 
Fle would prove this to be the case by show- 
ing that the process began in geological 
epochsiong before man was on the earth to 
interfere with any of the operations of 
nature; that it has been continued down into 
historic times; and that it is now going on in 
thé same general way, neither hastened nor 
retarded by the intervention of human 
agency. He finds his position strengthened 
by the fact that u efforts of man are of the 
slightest avail to restore. the former condl- 
tions of climate by planting forests or by 
other means. There has been a loss rather 
than a gain in the quality and frequency of 
rain in Egypt since the beginning of this 
century notwithstand the vigorous meas- 
ures 7 9 wh® alone planted 3,000, 
of mulberries.

the Sentence of ‘John 
0 Raper, Forger and Em- 
ö berxler. 


He Pleads Guilty, and Is Very Much 


Astonished at His Sen- 
tence. 


Judge Hawes Reads Him a Lecture of 
General Interest. 


A prisoner outside of the ordinary run— 
John Raper, alias Thomas Fleming—was 
arraigned in the Criminal Court yesterday 
afternoon and pleaded guilty to forgery. He 
is a trim-looking young fellow, and evidently 
of more than average intelligence. 

Mr. Benjamin Allen, the wholesale jewel- 
er, tes that the.defendant had been in 
his employ seven or eight years—the last two 
or three as bookkeeper. Raper did the bank 
business, the cashier handing him the de 
posit tickets. He used to pocket the cur- 
rency and prepare other tickets for the checks 
and drafts, writing Allen & Co.’s name on 
them. He also doctored his personal ac- 
count on the books by which he 
came out ahead. When $435 were 
charged to him, he would erase the 4, leav- 
ing the amount $35. He had stolen in all 
$10,400, most of it within four weeks, but his 
peculations had extended over the whole 
eight years. In July he left the store to go 
to Austin, saying that his physician had 
ordered him to remain in a dark room. He, 
however, ran away. 

Mr. Warner, Superintendent of Pinker- 
ton’s Agency, testified that they tracked 
Raper to New York, where he took a steam- 
er to Glasgow, Scotland. A cablegram inter- 
cepted him on his arrival, and an officer was 
sent over with extradition papers. After his 
arrest he said there was $6,200 in his * 
gage, that amount was recovered. He 
admitted his guilt.

He violates the 
moral compact that every man who enters 
inte the employ of another tacitly makes, for 
he says, I am worthy of confidence, I may 
be trusted.“ Now, you don’t belong, natu- 
rally, to What we call the criminal classes— 
those meh, many of whom never had any 
training in their lives—never attended school 
a day, who find themselves outcasts in so- 
ciety at the beginning, and against whom 
merchants and bankers, of course, put strong 
locks and bars on their doors, because they 
anges, ifan opportunity occurs, those men 
will despoil them of their goods. And when 
such men are —_ in here for 
trial and punishment they have to be dealt 
with as violators of the law, yet, at the same 
time, we'take into consideration their sur- 
roundings, the circumstances under which 
they have been brought up, or, rather, come 
up. But when a man enters the employ of 
another and defrauds him, his employer has 
a right to say that he has been grossly 
abused, because every man do business 
has to depend more or less upon the honesty 
and integrity of others. No man is able to 
do all his business himself. He has to in- 
trust some of it to employés. nd, there- 
fore, I look upon it as a more serious offense, 
when a trusted employé proves recreant 
to his trust and defrauds his employer, 
than when a virtual outcast, who has come 
up under. different circumstances, breaks the 
law, and is brought in here and tried for his 
crime. My understanding of the criminal 
law is that it is for the purpose, first, of pun- 
ishment for the protection of society, and, 
second, for the reformation of the prisoner. 
Such punishment should be awarded as to 
deter others and to cause the offender to feel 
that he cannot trifle with the law. Iam well 
aware that strong temptations are thrown in 
the way of young men here in Chicago, and 
in other large cities, when they look around 
them and see men making fortunes in a 
day—that they weary of well doing 
and must speculate, and frequently take 
the money of their employers and invest 
it, not intending really to steal it, but hoping 
to be on the lucky side of the market and re-

FINANCIAL, 


The only feature in the financial affairs of the 
city is the bardening in the price of New York 
exohange. The price between banks was 28% 
50c, 00 being the more usual figure. The 
quarterly settlements Eastward ha ve * m. 
creased the demand. 

The orders both for ‘discounts and for ¢ur- 
rency from country banks are more moderaie. 
The wants of city customers are not very large 
or pressing. The market, bowever, is firmer, 
and with most of the banks only cali loans or 
very large ones can be bad at 6 per cent dis- 
count, the range being 6@8—7 being the more 
usual figure. 

The bank clearings were $7,400,000. 

The market for foreign exchange was dull at 
the following rates: Posted, 4834,@488%; actual, 
48294 @487'4 « commercial bilis, 48044@4804% ; Con- 
tinental weak: francs, bankers’, 520@515%; 
commercial francs, 524%@525%; marks, bank- 
ors’, 9455@95%; commercial marks, 98694. 

In New York the stock market opened dull, 
feveriéh, and uncertain. It was evident ali day 
that a strong depressing influence was at work, 
and it was belived Gould's beavy hand was on 
the market. He seemed to be exerting all his 
power to bear down prices, and on most of the 
list he was entirely successful. Upto U o'clock 
$1,000,000 of Government bonds bad been pre- 
sented for payment, and by 2 p. m. $2,000,000 had 
been paid. This produced for 4 short time a 
tendency, led by Canada Southern, to higher 
prices. There was steady selling of Oregon 
Transportation and Continental, and under an 
active money market during the middie hours 
of the day astrong pressure was continued on 
these stocks. 

At the Directors’ meeting of the Lake Sbore a 
dividend of 2 per cent was declared, but Mich- 
gan Central and Cankda Southern were passed. 
Advantage was taken of this, and the stock of 
the Central was forced down to par, but at the 
close it rallied sligutiy and gained K. and was 
steady at that fi¢ure. 

The pressure on Oregon was not relaxed, and 
later the same tactics were brought to bear on 
Northern Pacific. Preferred was pushed down 
from 97 to 04%. In the minds of operators the 
course of the market warrants the belief that 
Gould is short on Northeru Pacitic and is deter- 
mined to cover at the best rates possible.

The shipments were pretty evenly divided be- 
tween wheat and corn. All the vessela char- 
tered, with two exceptions, were steamers.

These will be added 
to daily by the arrival of others now on their 
way up from the lower lakes, It is barely possi- 
bie that the receipts of grain by rail will be in- 
creased tomorrow and Saturday by shippers in 
order to cover contracts for September delivery, 
in which cuse there may be a little better de- 
mand for carriers, though not enough, however, 
to advance carrying rates.

ART IN AMERICA, 


An English Comment on Oscar Wilde's 
Opinions. 

The Hon. Frank Lawicy in the London Telegrapa. 
There is a great diversity of opinion con- 
cerning the so-called “eccentricities” of 
Mr. Osear Wilde, and he has an undeniable 
right to question the fact of his being eccen- 
tric at all. Thus the divergences of Mr. 
Wilde from conventional rule in the matters 
of costume and “coiffure” may be fairly con- 
sidered as his own business and not that of 
other people; but at the same time he pos- 
sesses one characteristic which without of- 
fenee may be made the theme of public com- 
ment. He has decidedly the courage of his 
opinions, and he has not scrupled on several 
eecasions during his tour in the United 
States to beard, figuratively speaking, the 
lion in his den. The latest example of Mr. 
Oscar Wilde’s very plain speaking in re- 
gard to the remarkable people in 
whose midst he is sojouraing has oc 
12 at the delightful wate -place of 
Long Branch, where in the corridor of the 
hotel he delivered an address on the condi- 
tion and prospects of art in America, Mr. 
Wilde seems to have come across a large 
number of bad carpets, bad pictures, and 
bad statues during his trans-Atlantic travels, 
but he appears to have been most sorely ex- 
ercised by the American cast-iron steve, 

“with its feet decorated with roses and ita 
doors covered with urns.” It would be, of 
course, very easy to take Mr. Wilde’s — 
ments and arguments “seriatim,” ow 
that not one of them is destitute of a savor 
dress * 
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of the paradoxical. Touch 
for example, it might be pointed out 
among the wealthier classes in America the
